Beside the simple, fundimental ques- 
tions of humanity and liberty that are 
the basic pripciples of the Cuban's 
life and death struggle against tyranny 
there are financial features «t endant 
upon the war involving immense losses 
to American Commerce. These losses 
effect most seriously the shipping be- 
tween this point and Havana. They 
embrace a diversity of commercial ar- 
ticles, both of export and import. 
Just now, Wexler’s prohibatory” edict 
upon the export of tobacco from 
Havana has been instrumental in ruin- 
ing several of the longest established 
tabacco houses in this city, of causing 
millions of dollars loss to commerce, 
and throwing out of employmeut a 
vast number of persons, 

The immediate suspension of busi- 
ness by several well known houses is 
due to the exhaustion of the Vuelta 
Abajo stock, previously held in storage. 
Less conscientious firms a'e importing 
Mexican tobacco and putting it out as 
Havana stock. 

I am informed by a representative of 
one of the foremost Cuban tobacco 
manufactures in this city, a firm whieh 
by the way is winding up its business 
previous to suspensiun, that the total 
annual importation of Havana cigars 
has usually been 37,000,000. Besides 
these Cuban manufacture cigars, 200, 
000,000 have been manufactured in 
thiscountry from imported leaf. Ow- 
ing to Weyler’s edict this immense in- 
dustry is in danager of extiuction. 
Weyler’s duty of $3.50 per pound and 
25 per. cent ad valorem, causes Cuban 
made cigars to cost nearly double their 
former price in the United States. 
The clear Havana, therefore regarded 
by the whole world as the highest typé 
of cigar is in almost no demand, smok- 
ers prefering otLers and far less ex- 
pensive brands. The embargo means 
a direct annual loss of $73,000 io the 
manufactures at Havana of cigars for 
| Phe to America. 

There is consequently an enormous 
increase in the demand for Sumatra 
wrapper tobacco. The New York 
Market which practically controls the 
world’s supply has caused the price to 
substantially advance. Should Weyler’s 
embargo be continued it is feared that 
the tastes of smokers will become so 
accustomed to the Sumatra, and 
more especially the domestic leaf 
tobacco, that demand for the Havana 
product will be permanently lost. In 
order to preserve intact, as long as 
possible, the remaining fragments of 
Havana stock, leading cigar markets 
in this city have constructed fire and 
damp proof air tight vaults. Similiar 
principles of preservation are being 
applied to cabinets for store fixtures.

DEc. 20, '96. 

Our boarding place reminds me of 
Uncle Samuel's, as I knew his home, 
years ago. 

We occupy a large south west front 
chamber. Rows of plants and shrub- 
bery line the driveway to the road, 
some 15 rois from the house. I in my 
ignorance of such things, do not know 
what all these roses are, but they are 
as pretty and as sweet as you ever saw 
but hardly in full abundance.

The thermometer registers 
67, but when I was out there, a minute 
ago, conversation ranged up to 75, I 
thought, but that is normal to the sex.

A Trip to Indian Ridge. 


Not only is Indian Ridge famous for 
its beautiful and romantic scenery and 
for the fine view which it affords of the 


surrounding country, but it is also of 
great interest when looked at froma 


scientific standpoint, and its value to 
the young student of geology cannot be 


overestimated. It has been remarked, 


however, that, although years ago the 


young people in the schools frequently 


made trips to the Ridge to study it in 
connection with their text books, yet 
for a long time they have not seemed 
totake so much interest in it. Our 
geology class at Punchard was, how- 
ever, an exception. 

We had just begun the study of gla- 
ciers, and had become very much in- 
terested in the subject, when our teach- 
er informed us that we had one of the 
finest examples of their work right in 
our own town. Of course we were 
eager to know-all about it, and when 
we learned that Indian Ridge was the 
moraine of a glacier, we set out at the 
first opportunity to examine it for our- 
selves. 

We took the road around by Mr. 
Abbott’s, and on our way stopped to 
get a drink of the mineral water at Red 
Springs. Then we went on to the gray- 
el pits. Here we noticed the peculiar 
shape and smoothness of the stones, 
and our teacher explained that they 
were rounded and polished by being 
rubbed together when carried along by 
the glacier. Then we were told the 
history of the Ridge itself. 

Thousands of years ago, when the 
glaciers, or ice rivers covered the coun- 
try, they pushed before them, or car- 
ried on their surface s.umps of trees, 
rocks, stones, and gravel. When the 
climate became warmer, the glaciers 
melted, and the debris was dumped 
in confused heaps, forming great rid- 
ges or moraines as they were called. 
We were toid that the ridges which we 
could see all around us were the mo- 
raines of glaciers. : 

After climbing the main ridge we 
came to the peat bog, and upon exam- 
ining the queer looking substance 
called peat, we found that it was com- 
posed of many thin layers of a fibrous 
substance which we learned was de- 
composed vegetable matter. When 
the glacier melted it formed a lake, 
which, though nearly extinct, has 
left the ground so saturated with water 
that peat can be formed from the vege- 
tation which decays year by year. We 
can see that a long period of time 
must have elapsed since the peat be- 
gan to form, because it is now about 
thirty-five feet thick. 

As we returned from our litile tmp to 
Indian Ridge we could: but feel that 
we had been well paid for taking 
it, and we only wondered how we 
could have remained so long in igno- 
rance of one of Andover’s greatest at- 
tractions.

England. is rapidly becoming so 
crowded that even in out-of-the-way 
places the need of breathing places for 
the people is beginning to make itself 
felt. It would be difficult to imagine 
a more practicable or charming 
commemoration of the length of the 
Queen’s reign than that present- 
ed by this committee, and it is a sug- 
gestion worth careful consideration in 
this country. No American. village 
ought to be allowed to extend rapidly 
without retaining some place for a 
pleasure-ground. Beautiful views in 
this country are often to be seen only 
from private property; the places from 
which they are obtainable are inac- 
cessible by proper paths, and when one 
reaches them there are no seats or oth- 
er provision for comfort. In Germany 
there is always a well worn path lead 
ing to any beautiful view, and there is 
generally provision for enjoying the 
view when one reaches the point. We 
need in this country a national endeav- 
or tu protect our fine scenery and to 
open it up. We need countless foot- 
paths running from the main roads to 
points of outlook, and we need pro- 
vision for rest at these points. All 
this 1uvelves very little expense; it is 
distinctly educational; and it would go 
far to eu-e the pressure of hard con- 
ditions un the host of people who now 
feel that they are cut off fiom the com- 
mon enjoyments of life. Beautiful 
views ought to be public property, for 
no man owns the landscape, however 
the fields may be divided among indi- 

viduals. American communities every- 
where could not do better for their cit- 
izens and foc the future than to cast 
about for places which, by dedication 
to public use, may become the pleasure 
grounds of the people.

Dear Polly—Your report of the timely 
aid derived from my last prescription, 
was very gratifying. Doctors are al- 
ways pleased to find that their medicine 
suits the Case and does not kill the pa- 
tient. 

The new prescription is quite simple, 
to offset the effect of the previous one 
upon that dyspeptic pocketbook. 

I am giving the same one to Cousin 
Susan,who wrote me that she had bought 
a ham too fat for their use. She felt that 
the “wilful waste” she had to practice 
with that ham would certainly bring 4 
“woful want” in its train, and begged 
me to prescribe for her condition. 

I happened to remember that you said 
John was fond of veal, but that to you 
it was tasteless, so in preparing the above 
prescription, I think I have suited both 
conditions. 

Great care must be taken in preparing 

BEEF SOUP. 

Good soup must be made from lean 
meat and slowly cooked. About one 
pound of meat to a quart and a half ol 
water is a good proportion. Cut the 
meat into small pieces, discarding all 
the fat. You may chop it fine if you have 
the time tospare. Put it on in cold water, 
let it come to boiling point, then skim 
carefully. Remove pot to back of stove. 
cover closely and let it bubble for a 
couple of hours. Then add one onion 
and half a carrot cut in dice-like pieces 
Season to taste with pepper, salt and 
any favorite prepared seasoning. Hali 
a cup of carefully washed barley wil 
give the proper consistency, although a 
tablespoonful of browned flour stirred 
into melted butter may also be added 
a few minutes before serving. 

Never leave too large a portion of yous 
dinner until the last possible moment 
for preparation. In compounding this 
prescription for use Tuesday, take Mon- 
day to make the 

VEAL AND HAM LOAF. 

Take three pounds of cheaper portion 
of veal, to one pound of cold boiled ham, 
particularly the fat part. Chop both 
fine and mix thoroughly. Season to taste. 
and add one or two eggs Well beaten and 
half a cup of cracker crumbs, press intc 
a mould, and bake slowly in a covered 
dish for three hours. When cold, slice 
it thin. 

It is always well to remember that ii 
you serve only cold meat to any man, he 
likes something out of the common in 
vegetables. I know Aunt Maria says 
Uncle Henry won't eat a'cold meat din- 
ner unles he has extra fixings, and 
Huldah Jenkins says Peter won't stané 
it at all. That is why I have ordered 

STUFFED POTATOES. 

Bake potatoes of uniform size until 
just done. Then cut off one end and re- 
move all the potato from the shell with 
a teaspoon. Put shell in warm oven, tc 
retain shape, Mix the potato with hot 
milk, in which a piece of onion has been 
cooked, add pepper, salt and a little but- 
ter, Fill the shells with a spoon and put 
in a hot oven for five minutes. Only 
enough milk must be used to moisten the 
potato. 

A hot dessest also tastes better witt 
a cold meat dinner, and it is an economy 
of time and strength to thus balance 
the two ends of your meal. John will

MOLASSES PUDDING. 

Stone a cupful of raisins; sift four cup- 
fuls of flour, adding two teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder. Beat well together 
one cup of sweet milk, one cup molasses 
and a scant half cup of shortening, then 
stir in flour and raisins. Boil or steam 
for two hours, 

A sweet pudding seems to call for a 
Piquant sauce, and I aiways prescribe 
LEMON SAUCE. 

Put one quarter cup of butter in a 
faucepan to heat, then mix one table- 
spoonful of sifted flour, and half a cup 
of sugar, smooth in the melted butter.

: A-Goud Cup of Tea. 

This universa. beverage is the most 
tbused of anything yet introduced to the 
aousehold. The number of genuinely 
sood cups of tea that one gets before 
passing the grand climacteric may be 
tounted on the fingers. It is indeed the 
‘cup” that.might ‘'‘cheer,’’ but more often 
‘xasperates, from the careless manner 
in which it is prepared. 

Tea should never be made in a metal 
pot. It should be brewed in an earthen- 
ware pot, even if turned into a silver 
pne for the table. The old-fashioned 
brown glazed pot is the best. Fill with 
‘pot water before using. 

Put one teaspoonful of tea for each per- 
ton into the pot, and pour a cupful of 
boiling water over it—then pour it off 


immediately. This removes all extrane- 
ous matter, and softens the leaf. Then 
pour ia freshly boiling water to the 
amount required. Keep it just at boil- 
ing point, but do not let it boil, as boiling 
spoils the flavor of the tea and renders 
it injurious. To sum up, the things to 
be remembered are—to have a hotscalded 
earthen pot; water freshly boiling, not 
merely simmering and showing little 
bubbles, but genuinely boiling, coming 
up in big bubbles all over the surface, 
and an accurate measurement of tea 
Do not boil after adding the water. Mind 
all this, and your tea will indeed be ‘‘the 
cup that cheers.” 


Fruit Padding, 

One cup of molasses, one cup of milk 
one teaspoonful of soda, two eggs, three 
cups of flour, half a cup of melted but- 
ter, one cup of raisins, and one cup 9) 
currants, Flavor with Metcalf’s Water 
White Vanilla.

IN HONOR OF BURNS. 


The 138th Anniversary of the Poet Cele- 
brated last Friday Evening. 


** Then here’s to rhyming Robbie Burns, 
Whoee star of fame shall never set; 
And ever as this day returns, 

Our cry be, ‘Burns and Scotland yet’ ” 

One hundred and thirty eight years 
have come and gone since Burns, the 
ploughman bard, the prince of song-wri- 
ers or whatever you may call him, was 
born, yet each succeeding year only 
makes the memory of Burns dearer to 
the hearts of all true Scotchmen. The rea. 
son Burns holds the place, above such 
heroes in Scottish history as Bruce and 
Wallace, is not hard to find. The Scot- 
tish people are pre-eminently a music 
loving people and the songs of the im. 
mortal poet, not to mention his poetic 
description of humble life bas established 
him forever in the hearts of the “lads 
and lasses 0’ Bonme Scotland” wherever 
placed. Nor did Burns forget Scotland’s 
heroes; 

“Scots, wha hae wi’ Wallace bled, 
Scots. wham Bruce has often led, 
Welcome to your gory bed, 

Or to victory.” 

And so last Friday evening the local 
admirers of the song writer and poet 
gathered in the Town Hall to do his 
name honor, The gathering was the 
largest the local club ever got together 
and among those present, were, Peter D.

Rev. R. A. MacFadden delivered the 
address of the evening and paid a glow- 
ing tribute to Burns and Scotland. As 
one opened the pages of that great na- 
tion, which had done so much in the 
making of Europe, America and in fact 
the whole 'civilized world, these gems 
meet the eye, David Hulme, John Knox, 
Walter Scott and Robert Burns, With 
the latter name in our minds, where but 
in America is it most fitting to celebrate 
the deeds of that heroic nation? Incom- 
ing to Massachusetts the name of the 
Pilgrim was to him uppermost. Since how- 
ever, the Puritan appeared to have had 
his part. Let the Pilgrim go to Plymouth 
Rock, let the Puritan make his pilgrim- 
age to Salem. It would be well however, 
if they could cross the dark Atlantic and 
make a pilgrimage to the Brig o’ Doon 
and there breathe in the air of the men 
who have been the foundation of our gov- 
ernment. In the making of America the 
hand of Scotland has not yet been dis- 
closed; the relation of that little land has 
not been discovered. As a great writer 
has said ‘‘No nation on the face of the 
universe has done so much for its people, 
for the world and humanity at large, as 
has Scotland,” 

Mr. MacFadden dwelt at length on the 
physical power and mental traits of Burns 
and said that no words ever spoken had 
ever come truer than Burns’ own when 
he prophesied that he would be more 
thought of one hundred years from the 
time of his death. Burns has come and 
gone but his memory will ever be kept 
fresh as long as true hearted Scotchmen 
live. 

“Should auld acquaintance and a cup 
’o kindness yet” participated in by the 
whole audience brought the concert to a 
close. The floor was speedily cleared 
for dancing which was enjoyed until 
“thej’oors ayont the twal’.” The grand 
march was led by Prompter J. Rodell and 
Miss Annie Lindsay followed by over 
fifty couples.

‘The record of the work of our Society 
from the time of.its last annual meeting 
in May to the present date is chiefly that 
of a work of preparation, for, though we 
have much to show for.our labor, yet all 
our achievements are by way of prepara. 
tion for the enlarged and increasing work 
which we believe is openirg before us, 
and which has been made possible by 
these very achievements of which we are 
so proud, At the time of our Jast meet. 
ing your Directors felt strongly that if 
the work of the Society was to prosper, it 
must be provided with more commodious 
avd accessible quarters than have hereto. 
fore been available, either by renting, 
buying or building a house, that the of. 
ficial duties of Superintendent must be 
somewhat inclusive, to be more largely 
useful, and that certain branches of in. 
dustrial and domestic training must be 
undertaken, to make the work of the So- 
ciety less one of relief than of prevention 
of distress, Feeling this, 1, nevertheless, 
doubt if more than one of the Directors | 
could bave been persuaded-at that time 
that at our next annual meeting woe 
sbould awake to find our wildest. dreams 
realities, that Christmas would find us es- 
tablished beneath our own roof, our own 
by gift and purchase, in a fair way to put 
in operation some of the schemes for use- 
fulness which had before tantalizéd us by 
their seeming impossibility. ; 

Since May, then, the Society has be- 
come, through the generosity of Mrs. Co- 
burn and Mrs. Byers, as well as those 
whose gifts enabled us to buy the land, 
the possessor of a house and lot, More. 
over, by the kindnegs of Mrs. Mills and of 
many other generous friends, the house is 
furnished sufficiently for our needs, or 
nearly so. We have, moreover, with 
some trial and difficulty, achieved a, 
change of name, and incorporated our- 
selves into a body big of holding all 
these good things. We find our sewin 
school in full operation, with train 
teachers and an average attendance of 
pope The evening school classes will 

n at once. The Boys’ Club is pro- 
vided for. A class in millinery has been 
started, and one in dressmaking will soon 
begin, while the particular object of de- 
sire to our most enthusiastic Director, the 
laundry class no. longer .seems a :mere 
chimera. A kitchen garden class falls in- 
to line with the rest. Indeed, nothing 
seems impossible to us now.

The Sewing School. 


The Sewing School is too new a depart- 
ment of the work of the Guild to speak 
of more than its promising opening. It 
has now been in session for five weeks 
with two superintendents, thirteen teach- 
ers and an enrolled list of 105 pupils. 
There is a waiting list of between nap 
and thirty, but that will soon be reduc 
by the formation of a new class and fill- 
ing up the eleven vacancies which have 
occurred. The system adoptedisa com- 
bination of that issued by the Teacher's 
College in New York and that used in the 
Brookline schools which rank the highest 
in Massachusetts. The work is done in 
small models, the children preparing all 
the work and when far enough -advanced. 
to undertake a garment will do it entire- 
ly, including cutting and basting. Great 
interest is manifested on the part of the 
teachers and the enthusiasm of the chil- 
dren has practical proof in a uniformly 
large attendance, excellent attention to 
the work and a patient willingness to 
rectify all errors that it may be perfectly 
done. The only complaint heard thus 


far is that of the children who beg to stay 
longer each week. | Their conduct is both 
respectful and orderly beyond: reproof. 


In connection with the sewing class 
young girls’ club has been formed com: 
prising 16 of the older girls from 12 to 14 
which is to meet on Friday P. wm. The 
time is to be divided into three half 
hours. The first half hour is to be de- 
voted to teaching practical housework, 
such as making fires, beds, setting table, 


, etc,, the second to books or travelling in 


different countries and the third to rec- 
reation in some form.

! ‘Mr. Mills’s Last Talk. 


The subject of Mr. Mills's third, and 
last, talk, was ** The Origin and Evolution 
of ‘Insects.”’. His theory is that all in- 
sects originated from one primitive form 
of insect life, as we have now one order, 
the commonly called jumping bugs, which 
is the lowest form of insect life. The 
newly-hatched insect of this class is like 
the parent ; while in the hymenoptera, to 
which family the bees and ants belong, 
there are several metamorphoses, Mr. 
Mills traced the development of insects 
from this lowest order, to, the highest; 
the way in which some have developed 
wings, and others have lost one pair’ of 
legs, or some other difference was spoken 
of, the use or neglect of any part of the 
body tending to develop or to entirely do 
away with it Asan example of this, he 
quoted a species of bird, which lives on 
an island, and as they never needed to 
fly to obtain food, getting all they needed 
by walking, in time ‘the wings entirely 
disappeared, making a species of wingless 
birds. Such instances occur in insect 
life in amore minute way, making them 
harder to watch. 

The talk was very scientific, and 
showed careful study. Mr, Mills feels 
that farmers cannct successfully fight the 
destructive insects which they meet, un- 
til they understand the construction and 
habits of the different kinds. As they 
destroy: many million dollar’s worth of 
vegetation each year, sach study seems 
worth while. In time, he hopes that en- 
tomology will be asubject required in our 
public schools; while to many it may not 
‘appear so pleasant a study as botany, 
when the children become once inter- 
ested they will find it as fascinating as 
any other study of nature, a

Timothy J. Keleher Shot Himself In the 
' Head Tuenday. 

Patrotman Timothy J. Keleher com- 
mitted suicide Tuesday morning by 
shooting. Despondency is assigned 
as the cause. 


TIMOTHY J. KELEHER. 


His body was found lying be- 
neath a tree ina garden at the rear of 
John W. Towle’s residence, 9 Trenton 
street. It was in this field that Mr. 
Keleher had cared for a garden for sev- 
eral years passed. 

During the past few days he had 
acted somewhat queerly and this fact 
had been noticed by his fellow officers: 

About 7 o’clock word was received at 
the station house that Patrolman Kel- 
eher had shot himself and was ina yard 
at9 Trenton street. Marshal Bailey, 
Assistant Marshal Kline and Patrolman 
Johnson hastened to the scene at once 
and the statement was only too true, 
He lay on his back near a large tree and 
in his right hand was clasped a revolver 
with his thumb on the trigger. A hole 
as large as a silver quarter in the centre 
of his forehead told the story. He was 
clad in his heavy buffalo coat. His 
hands were cold but his body was 
warm. It is supposed that directly 
after informing Sergt. Wuest that he 
had resigned he walked down Park 
street to his garden where he ended his 
life. In the vicinity of 3 o’clock is as- 
signed as the time the deed was com- 
mitted. His home, 96 Park street, is 
but a short distance from the scene of 
the shooting. 

Medical Examiner Howe was sum- 
moned and viewed the remains. The 
body was taken to the undertaking 
‘establishment of John Breen. 

The funeral took place Thursday. 


ANEW THEATRE. 


Gorman & Simmons Expect to Open a 
Playhouse March 1, 


A new theatre in Lawrence is now 
assured, Charles J. Gorman, proprietor 
of the Gormon’s theatre, Manchester, 
N. H., and Edward Simmons, a senic 
artist of Jersey City Heigh's, have 
just leased the property of the Porters 
on Lawrence street for amusement pur- 
poses and work of remodelling the

The new theatre, it is expected, will 
be ready to open by the first of March. 
It will be called **The Muses,”’ 

William P. Reagan is the architect 
and has prepared plans which it is esti- 
mated, will require $12,000 to carry out. 
The basement will be so arranged that 
carriages can be driven directly un- 
der the auditorium, enabling patrons 
toreach their seats without exposure in 
case of storm. The stage will be large 
and any play that can be presented at 
the opera house can be presented at 
“The Muses.’”? Prices will range from 
15 to 35 cents and the attractions will 
be extraveganza, combinations, farce 
comedies, melodramas and light operas. 

The-main entrance, which will be 
elaborate, will be on Lawrence street 
and there will be three exits. The 
seating capacity will be from 1100 to 
to 1200 people. The width of the 
stage will be about 70 feet and the 
height of the -proscenium arch 18 feet, 
with an opening of 28 feet. The audi- 
torium will be ventilated by fans ina 
manner approved bp the state officials. 
The walks will be fire proof and the 
stairways of brick and iron. 

Every seat in the house will grant a 
full view of the stage. The electric 
lighting arrangements are intended to 
be thoroughly up to dateand the chairs 
will be most comfortable. There will 

: be two tier of boxes, each box seating 
16 persons.

Following are some interesting statis- 
ties regarding the deaths in Lawrence 
for the year 1896, The board of health 
records show a discrepancy of two when 
compared with those of the city clerk, 
but this is explained by the fact the 
that the deaths of residents out of town 
is sometimes recorded only at the city 
clerk’s office. s 

The books of the board of health 
show that 1100 residents of the city 
died in 1896 and there were 27 deaths 
of residents who were out of town. 
Sixty bodies were brought to the city 
for burial. The death rate was 20 per 
1000.

South Luwrence Infested With the Disease 


—Board of Heal h Active. ~ 


An epidemic of measles exists in 
South Lawrence. It is prevalent on 
Springfield, Bailey and South Union 
streets, east of Blanchard. :

BLEICHER PLEADED NOT GUILTY 


Held Under 85000 for Attempting to 
Murder His Wife. 

William Bleicher was arraigned be- 
fore Judge Stone in the pelice court 
Wednesday morning, charged with 
assault upon his wife, Francisca, with 
intent to kill and murder her on Satur- 
day. 

Bleicher pleaded not guilty and was 
ordered to recognize in the sum of 
$5000 for his appearance in the police 
court Saturday morning.

The assistant marshal replied that 
Mrs. Bleicher was still at the hospital 
and would be unable to appear in court 
before Saturday. He therefore sug- 
gested that the case be continued until 
Saturday morning. 


INDUSTRIAL SITUATION. 


Views of Loca) Mill Agents Regarding 
thse Outlook. 

It is generally admitted that the cot- 
ton outlook is duil, but there is little or 
no fear of a shutdown in the mills of 
this city. ‘The agents do not anticipate 
any change from the present running 
time. 

Agent Clarke of the Pemberton mill 
said: ‘We do not intend to consider 
the matter at present, for we are only 
running 45 hoursa week, which is quite 
a curtailment in the production of this 
mill. This is 13 hours less than the 
regular time. I do not wish to say any- 
thing further in the matter at pres- 
ent.” 

Agent Milliken of the Everett mills 
said: ‘‘We have been curtailing the 
production at our mill since we started 
last October, after a shutdown of 
eight weeks, and are now running 45 
hours a week. The cause is, as every- 
body knows, the poor business of the 
past and the overproduction at the 
present time.”’ 

Agent Sherman of the Atlantic mills 
said: ‘This company is not contem- 
plating any curtailment at present. We 
are now running on regular time, and 
intend doing so until some unlooked for 
stringency in the market occurs. The 
cause for cutailment by manufacturers 
of cotton goods is, I think, overproduc- 
tion, caused by the limited purchasing 
of goods on account of the dull times of 
the past two years.”

Two Important Recommendations Are

Agent Reed of the board of health 
filed his annual report with City Clerk 
Kimball Wednesday.
